The Man of Sin "The Beast'' To 
Make War With the Saints and

Turn with me to Revelation, 
chapter thirteen. There we see a 
great beast with seven heads and 
ten horns come out of the sea. 
It is the same beast as described 
in Daniel 7:7, 8, and explained in 
the same chapter. It is the Roman 
Empire which was wounded 
to death but we are told that the 
deadly wound is to be healed and 
the Empire restored under one 
man. This man himself becomes 
the dictator of the world, becomes 
the beast himself, the restored Em- 
pire of Rome. Revelation 13:7, 
then, tells us about this man. 


“And it was given unto him to 
-make war with the Saints, and to 
overcome them: and power was 
given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations.” 


For three and a half years, or 
forty-two months this terrible man 
will reign (Rev. 13:5). He will re- 
ceive his power from “the dragon” 
that old serpent, the devil. And 
this monster, ruling from Rome, 
will “make war with the saints’ 
and overcome them, and alas! will 
rule “over all kindred and tongues 
and nations!” Through all his reign 
he will carry on a bloody war of 
extermination against Christians. 


A River of Blood! 


The wicked Man of Sin who will 
rule in Satan’s power, the army of 
200 million horsemen, and the 
death of half the population of the 
earth, have already been foretold. 
And we learn that the people will 
continue in their wickedness and 
sin despite all the plagues of God. 
Now in Revelation 14:14-20 we see 
pictured the climax when the wrath 
and judgment of God will be poured 
out upon the armies of the world. 
Read these solemn verses: 


"And | looked, and behold a 
white cloud, and upon the cloud 
one sat like unto the Son of man, 
having on his head a golden crown, 
and in his hand a sharp sickle. 


"15. And another angel came 
out of the temple, crying with a 
loud voice to him that sat on the 
cloud, Thrust in thy sickle, and 
reap: for the time is come for thee 
to reap; for the harvest of the 
earth is ripe.

VERSE 3. “Blessed are the poor 
im spirit; for their’s is the king- 
Compare this 
with Luke 6:20. Notice that Luke 
says “poor,’’ while Matthew says 
“poor in spirit.” The. méaning is 
the same, with Matthew going in- 
to more detail. Luke says “king- 
dom of God,” while«Matthew says 
“kingdom of heaven.” It is blessed 
to be poor, particularly if the pdv- 
erty is felt in the spirit.” Compare 


' this with “Woe unto you that are 


rich!” (Luke 6:24). The Saviour 
did not mean it is good to be with- 
out any spiritual riches ©r spir- 
itual virtues. Rather, He meant 
that in dealing with God it is a 
blessed thing to have the humility 
of the poor, the broken heart of 
the poor. If a man feels his need, 
his poverty, so that he can pray 
as a poor and needy creature beg- 
ging for help, then blessed is that 
man, for he will be heard. The 
poor in spirit are those who see 
their helplessness and see how 
valueless are temporal things, 
wealth, houses, land, fame. A rich 
man can be “poor in spirit.” A 
poor man can be proud and 
haughty and so‘have none of the 
virtues of the poor, and miss the 
blessing God means for the poor. 
See Revelation 3:17, 18, where God 
describes those who do not feel 
poor but really are wretchedly poor 
in His sight. These miss God’s 
blessing. Compare this with James 
2:1-6. James 2:5 speaks of the 
poor as “heirs of the kingdom”’ like 
Matthew 5:3. 

God particularly loves the poor. 
He will not hear the prayers of 
those who do not help the poor 
(Prov. 21:13; Isa. 58:7, 10; Prov. 
14:31; Psa. 41:1; Prov. 19:17). 
God forbids money lenders to keep 
as security the garment of the 
poor (Exo. 22:25-27). Jesus 
preached the. gospel especially to 
the poor (Matt. 11:5). And in 
winning souls we are especially 
enjoined to “Bring in hither the 
poor, and the maimed, and the halt, 
and the blind” (Luke 14:21). The 
poor have many blessings that rich 
do not have: usually better health, 
happier marriages, more children, 
less worries, fewer suicides, and 
are easier to reach with the gos- 
pel (Mark 12:37; Luke 18:23-25). 
Lazarus the poor beggar was 
saved, while the rich man was lost 
(Luke 16:22, 23). Jesus is “the 
poor man’s friend.’ Oh, Christian, 
do not strive to be rich, but rather. 
“be content with such things as 
ye have” (Heb. 13:5; I Tim. 6:6- 
11). Seek first the kingdom of 
God (Matt. 6:33) and trust the 
Saviour: who loves the poor! 

‘Jesus Himself, “though he was 
rich, yet for your sakes he be- 
came poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich” (II Cor. 
8:9). What infinite grace! He was 
born in a stable and laid in a bor- 
rowed manger when there was no 
room for Him in the inn. Though 
the foxes had holes and the birds 
of the air had nests,- yet the Son

head (Matt. 8:20). And when He 
died, He left only a seamless gar- 
ment, and was buried in a bor- 
rowed grave (John 19:23, 24;

joice over weeping. And indeed 
that is true, though it does not 
seem so to human wisdom. But it 
means what it says, and Jesus 
said more about it which is told 
in Luke 6:21. He said, “Blessed 
are ye that hunger now: for ye 
shall be filled. Blessed are ye that 
weep now; for ye shall laugh.”’ Joy 
comes out of sorrow and blessing 
out of trouble. Notice some of the 
blessings the Bible says come from 
sorrow. (1) God is near to the 
broken hearted (Psa. 34:18). (2) 
God hears the prayer of the 


broken hearted (Psa. 51:17). (3) 
Tribulation worketh patience, de- 
velops character (Rom, 5:3). (4) 


“Our light affliction, which is but 
for a moment, worketh for us a 
far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory (II Cor. 4:17), 
that is wonderful reward in Hea- 
en. Compare this verse with Rev- 
elation 7:17, and 21:4. Every sor- 
row of a Christian will be reward- 
ed many’ fold in Heaven. How sad 
to miss joys in Heaven because 
we never mourned any here! 
Mourning and sorrow sometimes 
bring revival (Isa. 66:8; Jonah 2: 
5-10; Ps. 126:5, 6). Compare this 
verse also with the blessed prom- 
ise, “Weeping may endure for a 
night, but joy cometh in the morn- 
ing” (Ps. 30:5). Laughter goes 
with pride, indifference and world- 
ly-mindedness oftentimes. Mourn- 
ing goes with prayer, contrition, 
penitence and humility. Only those 
who sorrow can be near the Sav- 
iour and understand the Saviour 
for He was “a man of sorrows, and 
acquainted with grief’’ (Isa. 53:3; 
Matt. 26:37, 38. See James 4:9, 
10). The great men of the Bible 
were men of tears: Jeremiah 
(Lam. 1:12; Jer. 9:1), David (Ps. 


Romans 9:2, 3; II Cor. 2:4; II Cor. 
4:8-10; Phil. 3:18). 

Sorrow often leads sinners to be 
saved. The death of Lazarus was 
for the glory of God (John 11:4, 
14, 15), and led others to be saved 
(John 12:10, 11). 


God is nearer to the widow and 
orphan than to the married wife or 
protected child, nearer to the poor 
than the rich, nearer to the hungry 
than the full. Better have evil 
things and sorrows here like Laza- 
rus. the beggar and be comforted 
later, than to have riches here and 
to be tormented later like the rich 
man (Luke 16:25). Thank God for 


sorrow! Blessed are those that 
mourn!- Thank God for the com- 
fort. 

VERSE 5. “Blessed are the 


meek; for they shall inherit the 
earth.” Jesus is quoting from 
Psalm 37:11. See also Psalm 25:9. 
Meekness is another word for. hu- 
mility. See James 4:10; I Peter 
5:6, Luke 14:11. The inheritance 
of the meek will be when Christ 
rules on the earth. Now the proud, 
the haughty, the rich, the warlike, 
the selfish, the brutal, rule on 
earth. Verse 5 here is a promise 
of the coming kingdom of Christ. 
Notice that it is on “earth.” We 
are taught to pray “Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth, 
as it is in heaven” (Matt. 6:10). 
The reign of Christ will be on 
earth with His throne at Jerusalem 
(Isa. 2:1-4; Isa. 11:9; Rev. 5;10). 
Notice many of these promises 
plainly say the kingdom will be 
on “the earth.” See also Micah 4: 
1-8 and Luke 19:17-19. The meek 
will not inherit the earth until Je- 
sus returns to reign. 


VERSE 6, “Blessed are they 
which do hunger and thirst after 
righteousness; for they shall be 
filled.” Many invitations are given 
in the Bible for those that are 
thirsty. See Isaiah 55:1, 2: Rev. 
22:17; Rev. 21:6; John 4:10-14. 


The Psalmist said, “As the hart 
panteth after the water brooks, so 
panteth my soul after thee, O God. 
My soul thirsteth for God, for the 
living God: when shall I come and 
appear before God?” (Ps. 42:1, 2). 
God sees the longing of the soul 
as well as He hears the spoken cry. 

The blessed thing about hunger- 
ing and thirsting after righteous- 
ness is that one “shall be filled.” 
Eventually, of course, all Chris- 
tians will be filled with righteous- 
ness, will be all they aspire to be, 
and without sin. If people long to 
be righteous, they will be right- 
eous, and that is a blessed thought. 
But that is not the primary mean- 


ing here. Those that hunger and 


thirst after righteousness will be 
filled with righteousness far bet- 
ter than any of their own, for 
Christ is the righteousness of God. 
Those who hunger after righteous- 


ness must turn to Christ and in' 


receiving Him, are filled with 
righteousness. Much of the book of 
Romans is written to tell of that 
righteousness of Jesus which a 
poor, undeserving sinner may claim 
for his own and be filled. The 
righteousness of God is manifest 
in the death of Christ on the cross 
paying .for sin (Rom. 3:21-26). 
Read that passage carefully. This 
righteousness is received “by faith 
of Jesus Christ.” “Abraham be- 
lieved God and it was counted to 
him for righteousness” (Rom, 4:3), 
and so every one “that worketh not 
(has no righteousness of his own) 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
counted for righteousness” (Rom. 
4:5), and Paul quotes David as de- 
scribing “the blessedness of the 
man, unto whom God imputeth 
righteousness: without works” 
(Rom. 6-8). Compare with Psalm 
32:1, 2. Romans 4:6 uses similar 
language to Matthew 5:6, both 
speaking of the blessed man who 
hungers and thirsts after right- 
eousness and receives it, but not 
human righteousness, the right- 
eousness of Christ imputed to him. 


Read Romans 10:1-13. Go 
through that passage underlining 
righteousness. And verse 10 shows 
it is received by faith. Romans 10: 
4 sums up the whole thing, “Christ 
is the end of the law for righteous- 
ness to every one that believeth.” 
All who really hunger after right- 
eousness will gladly receive Christ. 
Those who do not want Christ do 
not want righteousness. The ser- 
mon on the mount is not all law. 
Much of it is gospel, and verse

6 is. : 

Remember that Christ calls 
Himself the bread from Heaven 
(John 6:33-58). This bread is re- 
ceived by trusting Him. There is 
no true righteousness and no sal- 
vation without eating and drink- 
ing of Christ by faith. Speaking 
of works and righteousness, Jesus 
said, “This is the work of God, that 


ye believe on him whom he hath* 


sent (John 6:29). Praise God that 
those that are thirsty and hungry 
are freely invited to be filled with 
Christ ‘who is the righteousness of 
God. 

VERSE 7. “Blessed are the 
merciful; for they shall obtatn 
mercy” In Matthew 18:23-35 Je- 
sus gave a parable with this exact 
lesson, “forgive if you would be 
forgiven.” He even taught us to 
remember this when we pray, and 
to forgive all (Matt. 6:12, 14, 15; 
Mark 11:25, 26). Our showing 
mercy to others is a condition of 
God showing mercy to us and an- 
swering our prayers. The other 
side of the story is pictured in 
James 2:13. If we judge harshly, 
we shall be judged harshly. These 
verses are of great importance. I 
suggest particularly that you 
memorize Ephesians 4:32. Notice 
how many times one is to forgive 
the same person (Matt. 18:21, 22). 
To forgive means to have a spirit 
like Christ and nothing can please 
the Father better or make surer 
your own forgiveness. An especial- 
ly strong verse on this is Luke 6: 
37. 


If one reads this who has in his 
heart some grudge, unforgiveness 
against anybody in the world, then 
I beg you this moment, before you 
leave this page, forgive it, blot it 
out and remove that stumbling 
block between you and God. For-

The Bible Up To Date; Three 
World Centers of Interest, 


Japan, Russia and Italy 


A comparison of Scriptures with 
present-day news items indicates 
that things are shaping themselves 
for the final events before the reign 
of Christ on earth. For instance, 
in the newspapers today the cen- 
ters of world interest are in three 
locations, (1) China-Japan, (2) 
Russia, and (3) Italy. Here are the 
great unknown quantities, the 
threats to world peace. Here, too, 
are the places where prophecy 
centers. 

The Scripture above, Revelation 
16:12, speaks of “the kings of the 
east.” God will send an angel to 
dry up the great river Euphrates 
so that the millions from the east, 
probably from Japan, China and 
India, can march westward across 
Asia and arrive in Palestine in 
time for the final battle, there to 
be utterly destroyed. There is an 
old saying that “If you will give 
a man enough rope he will hang 
himself.”’ That will be God’s policy 
toward the wicked nations of the 
world. From this time on we may 
expect to see great stirrings of race 
consciousness among the Orientals. 
China’s national resources will be 
developed, Japan’s military prowess 
will be extended. We may expect 
rebellion of India’s millions against 
England’s power. Asiatic races 
hold a balance of power of the 
world with 450 millions in China, 
over 300 millions in India. What 
will be their might when they or- 
ganize together and storm across 
Asia like the hordes of Attila? It 
may be that they will expect to 
fight against the armies of Rus- 
sia (Magog) or the legions of the 
restored Roman Empire from Italy 
and her allies, but God means but 
to bring them to the vale of Ma- 
giddon in Palestine where they will 
be destroyed. 

Before me is a book, Japan and 
the Next World War. It purports 
to be and probably is a “Secret 
Memorial Concerning Manchuria, 
Mongolia, China, U. 8S. A, and the

ka (then the Premier of Japan) 
to the Japanese Emperor in 1927.” 
Some of the high-lights of the Me- 
morial are as follows: 

“1. For settling difficulties in 
Eastern Asia, Japan must adopt 
a policy of Blood and Iron. 

“2. In order to conquer the world 
Japan must conquer Europe and 
Asia; in order to conquer Eurpoe 
and Asia Japan must conquer 
China, and in order to conquer 
China, Japan must first conquer 
Manchuria and Mongolia, Japan 
expects to fulfill the above pro- 
gramme in ten years. | 

“3. Japan regrets that she has 
signed the Nine-Power Treaty 
which was intended by England 
and America to crush her interests 
in Manchuria, for thereby she 
agrees that Manchuria and Mon- 
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golia are Chinese territory. This 
has greatly hampered the freedom 
of Japanese policy in Manchuria. 

“4. Japan believes wars in near 
future with U.S. A. and with Rus- 
sia are inevitable, so in order to get 
militarily prepared, Japan must 
build the Kirin-Hweining and 
Changchun-Talai railways in Man- 
churia.”’ 

Without a doubt, Japanese mil- 
itary men dream of world power. 
A certain part of the program, in- 
cluding the conquering of Man- 
churia and Mongolia was to be 
consummated within ten years. 
That report was made in 1927. The 
ten years are now coming to a 
close. Manchuria has been con- 
quered and Japan now attempts to 
carry out the rest of her program! 

The inflamed minds of Japanese 
military leaders are possessed by 
the same Will-o’ the-Wisp that led 
Napoleon to St. Helena and Kaiser 
Wilhelm to abdication; that is, 
WORLD EMPIRE! That hope is 
only possible because they are de- 
ceived by evil spirits. Japan will 
never rule the world, but by this 
insane desire, the armies of the 
east will be led to utter destruc- 
tion! Before our eyes are tran- 
spiring events which mark these 
the closing days of the age in 
which we live, I sincerely believe. 

Russia, too, dreams of world 
power. Her bloody-handed, athe- 
istic and lawless Red rulers have 
dreamed of the overthrow of ev- 
ery government in the world and 
the establishment of the rule of 
Communism with headquarters in 
Moscow. Russia takes part in the 
civil war in Spain, and carries on 
her propaganda, foments strikes 
and lawlessness in America and 
Great Britain. Russia is despised 
by most nations of the world, and 
feared by all, with probably the 
largest standing army of any na- 
tion. She is recognized as a fore- 
most threat against the peace of 
the world. Does the Bible tell of 
the activities and outcome of Rus- 
sia? Indeed it does! Ezekiel, chap- 
ters thirty-eight and thirty-nine 
tell how the hordes of Russia will 
sweep across Europe and into Pal- 
estine. Ezekiel 38:1-6 says: 


"And the word of the Lord 
came unto me, saying, 

"2. Son of man, set thy face 
against Gog, the land of Magog, 
the chief prince of Meshech (Mos- 
cow?) and Tubal (Tobolsk), and 
prophesy against him, 

"3. And say, Thus saith the Lord 
God; Behold, | am against thee, 
O Gog, the chief prince of Me- 


shech and Tubal: 


"4. And | will turn thee back, 
and put hooks into thy jaws, and 
| will bring thee forth, and all thine 
army, horses and horsemen, all of 
them clothed with all sorts of ar- 
mour, even a great company with 
bucklers and shields, all of them 
handling swords: 

"5. Persia, Ethiopia, and Libya 
with them; all of them with 
shield and helmet: 

6. Gomer, and all his bands; 
the house of Togarmah of the 
north quarters, and all his bands; 
and many people with thee." 


Evidently some smaller and 
backward nations, Persia and Ethi- 
opia and others distracted by com- 
munisti€ propaganda will join with 
Russia. Russia and many others 
“of the north quarters” will corhe 
to battle. What will be their pur- 
pose? Will it be to seize Pales- 
tine, fabulously rich, we now 
know, from the Romap Empire 
under Italy? Possibly so. Italy and 
Russia, Fascism and Communism, 
hate each other desperately and 
oppose each other now in Spain. 
Will Russia and Japan, ancient 
enemies, be coming to bloody 
blows? Will that be the purpose 
of their meeting in Palestine? Or 
will the “kings of the East’ and 
Russia with northern European 
states be uniting against the then 
world-wide power of Rome? Those 
details we do not know. God’s 
real purpose in bringing them all 
to Palestine is that there their 
armies shall all be destroyed. 

It seems likely that all the three 
groups, “the Kings of the East” 
from Asia, Russia and their con- 
federates from northern Europe 
and the Roman armies of the Anti- 
christ will all hate the Jews and 
be intent upon the dismemberment 


every Jew. Hatred of the Jews has 
become a national passion in Ger- 
many. Jewish persecution is rapidly 
increasing in Italy, and in recent 
months is increasing in Russia. 
Perhaps these wicked men will 
even know that the Lord Jesus 
Christ is to return to earth since 
so many of His signs will appear 
during the great tribulation and 
they will blaspheme God in Heav- 
en and seek to destroy Jesus Christ 
with His armies of angels! Such 
blasphemy, such presumption, such 
folly will be possible to people led 
by evil spirits and brought to their 
doom by the plan of God! : 
Ezekiel 38:14-16 says: 


"Therefore, son of man, prophe- 
sy and say unto Gog, Thus saith 
the Lord God; In that day when 
my people of Israel dwelleth safe- 
ly, shalt thou not know it? 

"15. And thou shalt come from 
thy place out of the north parts, 


thou, and many people with thee, | 


all of them riding upon horses, a 
great company, and a mighty 
army: 

"16. And thou shalt come up 
against my people of Israel, as a 
cloud to cover the land; it shall 
be in the latter days, and | will 
bring thee against my land, that 
the heathen may know me, when | 
shall be sanctified in thee, O Gog, 


before their eyes.” 

Read also Ezekiel, chapter 
thirty-nine. There we learn that 
all but one-sixth part of the hosts 
of Magog (Russia) under the lead- 
ership of Gog, the chief prince, will 
be utterly destroyed upon the 
mountains of Israel (verse 2). 
Their bodies will be eaten by the 
birds (verses 4, 17-20). The 
weapons, shields, bucklers, bows, 
arrows, hand staves and spears will 
furnish firewood for Israelites for 
seven years (verse 9), and Jews 
will be seven months in burying 
the bones of this mighty army 
from the north that the land may 
be cleansed! (verse 12). 

And what of Italy? Italy is to 
be the center of abominations. 
Rome is called the second “Babylon 
the great” (Rev. 14:8; 18:2, 10, 
compared with chapter seventeen). 
There is no doubt that the beast of 
Revelation thirteen is the same 
beast of Daniel 7:7, 8, that is, 
Rome, Greater than the kings of 
the east, greater than the Gog 
who rules the land of the north 
will be this man to whom Satan 
will give all his power, the Man 
of Sin, the Son of Perdition. 
Whether the “Kings of the East” 
and the hordes of Russia come as 
his aides or in rebellion, we know 
that the dictator at Rome will rule 
the world for three and a half 
years and will come to Palestine 
determined to destroy the Jews. 
Zechariah, chapter 14, tells how the 
Saviour will come from Heaven in 
the very midst of the destruction 
of the city Jerusalem and rescue 
Jews, destroying their enemiets. 

Wars and rumors of wars! Let 
us read in the Word of God of the 
last great battle for which the na- 
tions of the earth are unconscious- 
ly preparing! Revelation, chapter 
nineteen, verses eleven to twenty- 
one tell this awesome story. 


"And | saw heaven opened, and 
behold a white horse; and he that 
sat upon him was called Faithful 
and True, and in righteousness he 
doth judge and make war. 

"12. His eyes were as a flame 
of fire, and on his head were many 
crowns, and he had a name writ- 
ten, that no man knew, but he 
himself. 

"13.-And he was clothed with a 
vesture dipped in blood: and his 
name is called The Word of God. 

"14. And the armies which were 
in heaven followed him upon white 
horses, clothed in fine linen, white 
and clean. . 

"15. And out of his mouth goeth 
a sharp sword, that with it he
